MSA BYLAWS 
AMENDMENTS

As Secretary of the Michigan 
Society of Architects, one of my 
responsibilities is to maintain the 
Bylaws. Earlier this year President 
Marshburn requested that this task be 
fulfilled since the Bylaws had not been 
revised since 1987. Also providing 
further incentive was AIA National’s 
proposed membership category chan- 
ges which were approved at the 1991 
National Convention. 

I bring the following to your atten- 
tion because the MSA Board would 
like to raise these issues during the 
Business Meeting at the Convention 
for your approval. If approved, the 
changes will be incorporated into the 
Bylaws as amendments. 

The following is a brief synopsis of 
the proposed changes to the MSA 
Bylaws: 


1. Article 2, MEMBERSHIP 

regarding classifications. 

Title "Architect Member" shall be 
used by a licensed architect who has 
met the qualifications set forth in the 
Institute Bylaws and assigned to a 
chapter in the State of Michigan. 

Title "Member Emeritus" is un- 
changed from the original Bylaws. 

Title "Intern Member" is a new 
category for individuals that are a 
graduate from an accredited school of 
architecture on a licensure track. 

Title "Associate Member" shall be 
used by individuals without architec- 
tural licenses and who are ineligible 
for intern membership. 


Title "Non-Resident Member" is a 
category that has been redefined to 
include an individual who is registered 
to practice architecture in the State of 
Michigan, but whose residence or 
place of business is outside the United 
States. This individual will have the 
same rights and privileges as an Ar- 
chitect Member. 

Title "Unassigned Member" is a new 
membership category for Architect 
Members, Intern, or Associate Mem- 
bers whose residence and or place of 
business is outside the State of 
Michigan and who desires to have a 
membership in a chapter in the State 
of Michigan. Under this membership 
category the member shall have no 
voting rights at any meeting of the 
Society. 

Title "Professional Affiliate Mem- 
ber" is unchanged from the original 
Bylaws. 

Title "Honorary Affiliate Member" is 
unchanged from the original Bylaws. 


2. Article 3, DUES, FEES 

AND ASSESSMENTS. 
Changes made here relate to provid- 
ing a dues structure for the new mem- 


bership classifications in Article 2 
above. 


3. The inclusion of a new Article 10, 
INDEMNIFICATION OF 
DIRECTOR’S, OFFICER’S 
AND OTHER PERSON'S. 
"To the full extent permitted by law 
the Society shall indemnify director’s, 
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officer’s, employee’s, and commission 
and committee members against 
reasonable expenses incurred in con- 
nection with an action suite or preced- 
ing." This revision was recommended 
by National and is a part of the AIA 
ByLaws. 

Another item that is being discussed, 
but has reached no conclusion, is a 
modification to the schedule for the 
election of a Regional Director. The 
current Bylaws state that the Regional 
Director shall be elected at the Fall 
Convention. Previous Regional 
Directors and current Director Tom 
Lucas, FAIA have indicated that this 
is too late in the year and does not 
allow the Michigan Regional Director 
time to be known at the National level 
for consideration to committee ap- 
pointments for the following year. 
Also over the past few years, the MSA 
has had the privilege to have the AIA 
First Vice President/President Elect 
for the upcoming year attend the Mid- 
Summer conference. It is desired to 
have this precedent continue and it is 
felt that the election of the Regional 
Director be held at the Mid-Summer 
Conference allowing time for the in- 
coming President and the Regional 
Director to get acquainted.

LICENSING RENEWAL 
UPDATE 


Effective with the renewals mailed in 
August 1991, the department of 
Licensing & Regulation in Lansing is 
going to implement a split of the 
licensing files for professional en- 
gineers, architects, and land sur- 
veyors. This change will allow a more 
even workload within the 
builders/design board unit and im- 
prove their ability to handle renewals 
for these professions. 

To accomplish the split, renewals for 
this year will be divided equally with 
one-half of each professional receiv- 
ing a one year renewal and one-half a 
two year renewal. Once the split is 
achieved, both groups will receive two 
year licenses in subsequent renewals. 
Those persons who receive the initial 
one year license will be charged a 
reduced fee to reflect the shorter ini- 
tial license period. The split of the 
license files will be done by the com- 
puter and we will not be able to accom- 
modate request from licensees for 
placement in one group or the other. 

This change will not increase fees 
paid by the professions.

NRCA BULLETIN 15-91 


The AIA supports the National 
Roofing Contractors Association’s 
(NRCA) new bulletin regarding steel- 
deck corrosion. Bulletin 15-91 states 
that when steel roof decks are 
specified, the NRCA recommends the 
building designer specify the decking 
be factory galvanized or factory 
coated with aluminum zinc alloy for 
corrosion protection. When specify- 
ing galvanized protection, the desig- 
ner should specify a coating compliant 
with ASTM A 525 Class G-60 or Class 
G-90. When specifying aluminum 
zinc alloy protection, the designer 
should specify a coating compliant 
with ASTM A 792. For free copies of 
the bulletin write: NRCA, O’Hare In- 
ternational Center, 10255 W. Higgins 
Rd., Ste.
